30 Miles Wide—R. A. F. Bombs Cheren 
and Asmara in Eritrea. 


CAIRO, Egypt, Feb. 11 (AP).— 
Motorized South African troops 
have advance dto a depth of some 
50 miles into Southern Ethiopia on 
a front 80 to 40 miles wide and 
routed Italian troops, mostly native 
levies, military dispatches said to- 
night. 

This British advance, northeast 
of Lake Rudolf, was said to have 
threatened Italian communications 
between Western Ethiopia and Ital- 
ian land. 

A British Middle East command 
communique earlier said: “In Eri- 
trea, Ethiopia and Italian Somali- 
land (all in Bast Africa) operations 
in all sectors continued to develop 
satisfactorily.” For the firs ttime 
in days the communi mate no 
mention of new operations on the 
North African front in Libya. 

The Royal Air Force said there 
was a lull in the North African air 
war but that in East Africa, Che- 
ren, Eritrean rail town against 
which British land forces are pre- 
paring an assault, and Asmara, the 
colony’s capital, still were being 
pounded by British planes. 

Navy May Aid Coast Drive. 
The newly gained foothold on the 
Red Sea coast in Eritrea suggest- 
ed to military observers that the 
British navy may take a hand for 
the first time in the East African 
campaign.

The task of providing hot lunches 
for undernourished school children 
of St. Louis County has become 
the somewhat arduous but satisfy- 
ing hobby of Mrs. Fred Wulfing 
and Mrs. Joseph Bauer, neighbors 
on Ridgewood road, Ladue.

“We found one child who 
carried an empty lunch box to 
school so his classmates wouldn’t 
know he was going hungry, a 
teacher bringing home-made jelly 
for pupils whose only lunch was 
dry bread, another teacher using 
part of her own small salary to 
provide food for the children of 
stave mill workers living in tents 
near Highway 66. 

“After finding someone willing to 
sponsor the program, we have to 
help get the necessary equipment. 
In one school we started with a 
one-burner electric plate; in anoth- 
er we had nothing but a spoon 
and cup for each youngster. The 
parents’ organizations usually can 
raise a few dollars for a second- 
hand stove and some utensils.” 

In the course of their work, Mrs. 
Wulfing and Mrs. Bauer have be- 
come lost several times on rural 
by-roads, they have been stuck in 
snow and mud and have spent a 
good deal of their own money on 
gasoline and supplies. 

Due largely to their efforts, how- 
ever, hot lunches are now being 
served daily to 3600 boys and girls 
in 38 county schools. In 21 of these 
the WPA provided staffs to cook 
and serve the food after the pro- 
gram was organized. Mrs. Wulfing 
and Mrs. Bauscr, who were asked 
to help with the work a year ago 
by Mrs, Fred B. Eiseman, vice- 
chairman of the St. Louis County 
Social Service Commission, are still 
devoting four or five days a week 


to the effort, but they are training 


other volunteer workers to carry 
on. 
Their biggest problem was with 
the small rural schools. There are 
75 rural schools in the county, 45 
of them of the one-room, one- 
teacher variety, and in some of the 
poorer districts fewer than a fourth 
of the pupils were getting adequate 
lunches. 

In the poorer districts, Mrs. 
Wulfing, who has made a hobby 
of menu planning, has ta show the 
mothers how to prepare a carefully 
budgeted weekly menu—in one 
school not more than 5 cents a 
week can be used for sugar. 


The two women have visited 40 
of the rural schools. Eight now 
serve complete hot lunches cooked 
at the school, and nine other 
schools are participating by hav- 
ing mothers bring foods cooked at 
home or by serving cold fruits on 
the surplus list. 

At a school in Ferguson, pupils 
have gained an average of nine 
pounds each since the program 
went into effect in September. Oth- 
er teachers report that pupils who 
formerly were inattentive and easi- 
ly fatigued because of undernour- 
ishment now are improving in their 
studies and are much more ener- 
getic. 

In the course of their work yes- 
terday Mrs. Wulfing and Mrs. 
Bauer delivered an oil stove which 
someone gave them and $7 worth 
of untensils, purchased from an 
anonymous contribution of $25, to 
the Ranken School on United 
States Highway 66 near Valley 
Park. When they arrived, the 
teacher had a large pot of ham and 
lima beans already simmering on 
the heating stove. 

Then they dropped in at the 
nearby Vandover School, where the 
Progressive School Association, a 
parents’ group, raised $87 for a 
stove, icebox and utensils, and 
where the mothers take turns cook- 
ing and serving the meal in the 
school basement. The day’s menu 
included potato salad, ham, hominy, 
dried peach préserves and biscuits. 

“We're going to keep on,” Mrs. 
Bauer said, “until we know that 
every school child in St. Louis 
County is getting a good lunch 
every day.”

Demonstrations in Court 
in Action of Cosmetalo- 
gists to Set Aside Patent 
on ‘Croquinole’ Method. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

‘WILMINGTON, Del., Feb. 11. — 
Demonstrations of the different 
types of permanent waves were 
given in United «States District 
Judge ‘John Biggs Jr.’scourt today 
in the “croquignole waye” suit, in 
which fees from beauty shop own- 
ers and hairdressers estimated at 
$2,000,000 a year are at stake, The 
trial is expected to end late today. 

The suit, brought by the National 
Hairdressers and Cosmetologists 
Association, which has its head- 
quarters in St. Louis, seeks to have 
the patent for the croquignole 
wave, which ig held by the Philad 
Co. of Cleveland, declared invalid. 
The patent will expire in three 
years, but in those three years, the 
hairdressers estimate, the Phiad 
Co. hopes to collect about $6,000,000 
in fees. 

Charles W. Godefroy, St. Louis 
cosmetics manufacturer, testified 
that he had seen hair waving 
equipment similar to the croquig- 
nole wave apparatus in use in 
Pittsburgh tn 1925, two years be- 
fore the patent which the Philad 

o. now holds was taken out. 

Another St. Louis witness was 
Miss Edna L, Emme, president of 
the hairdressers’ association, who 
told of the Philad Co. increasing its 
fees from St. Louis shops from $12 
to $16 a year. 

Until 1939 the Philad Co. collect- 
ed royalty fees from manufacturers 
of croquignole waving equipment, 
but in that year a Federal Court 
decision in New York freed the 
manufacturers from further pay- 
ments. It was then that Charles 
F. Carroll, owner of the Philad Co., 
began to collect, or at least de- 
mand, fees from shop owners and 
operators, 

Carroll sought fees of $12 to $20 
a year from shop owners and $2 
from individual operators. At this 
point the National Association of 
Hairdressers and Cosmetologists 
jstepped into the picture. Confer- 
ences with Carroll were held in St. 
Louis, but they ended in disagree- 
ment, and finally the association 
brought its suit in the name of 
Fred the Hair stylist, a New York 
shop. 

The hairdressers contend that 
the croquignole patent, which orig- 
inally was issued to one Josef 
Mayer, was invalid. The Philad 
Co. acquired the patent from 
Mayer. 4 

The croquignole method revolu- 
tionized permanent waves, differ- 
ing from the spiral method in that 
it curls the hair from the outside 
in toward the scalp. It also made 
permanent waves much cheaper,

“I think my remark then must 
have been occasioned by surprise,” 
LaGuardia said when pressed as to 
whether he believed that White de- 
served this “term of opprobrium.” 

“Good vs. Evil,” Conant 

While LaGuardia said he favored 
the bill for “purely selfish reasons,” 
citing the immense difficulties of 
defending the Atlantic seaboard if 
Britain goes down, Conant called 
the war in Europe a “war between 
good and evil.” In the course of his 
prepared statement the Harvard 
president spoke with the zeal of 
a crusader of the need to “destroy 
the Nazi evil.” 

LaGuardia was a more sophisti- 
cated witness, frequently referring 
to his experience as a member of 
the House Military Affairs Com- 
mittee. 

“A complete victory by Hitler 
or a negotiated peace means we 
have to keep this up,” LaGuardia 
said of the present huge defense 
rogram. “And we can’t afford to 
do it, If Hitlerism is defeated, the 
world can go back to normal arma- 
ments. That is why we must con- 
sider that we have a direct interest 
in the defeat of Hitler.” 

The Mayor was asked by Sen- 
ator Alben W. Barkley of Kentucky 
if he placed any credence in the 
recent testimony of Judge O’Brien 
of the New York Court of Do- 
mestic Relations who predicted 
civil war in New York City if the 
United States should enter the 
war. 

“If I had thought you wanted 
that kind of testimony,” said La- 
Guardia solemnly, “I could have 
found better witnesses for you in 
our psychopathic ward.” 

“But you appointed him twice, 
did you not,” Clark put in. 

“Yes, I did, Senator,” said La- 
Guardia. “I have mdde many good 
appointments, but when I make a 
bad one, boy it is a bad one!” 

Inquiry as to Canadian Deal. 
Senator Vandenburg  (Rep.), 
Michigan, sought to draw La- 
Guardia out on whether Canada 
had an arrangement with Britain 
similar to that proposed in the 
lease-lend measure or whether 
Canadian manufacturers would 
continue to receive pay for arma- 
ments manufactured there. La- 
Guardia, chairman of the joint 
Canadian-United States Defense 
Commission, said he did not know. 
In reply to Vandenberg’s question 
he said that a “complete defense 
system” for the two nations had 
been planned by the joint commis- 
sion. 

Dr. Conant in his testimony de- 
clared “the result of following the 
advice of either group—the nego- 
tiated peace group or the limited 
aid group—will be.the same. 

“The country will be entering 
upon a policy fraught with the 
greatest risk—the risk of losing 
its national soul; the risk of suc- 
cumbing to the totalitarian revo- 
lution which with planes and 
bombs, with propagand- and the 
use of the lie, with force from 
without and corruption from with- 
in, threatens to overwhelm the 
world.” 

Says Axis Must Be Beaten. 

Slender, ascetic-looking, the 
scholarly Conant raised his voice 
emphatically to say: 

“The Axis powers must be de- 
feated.” 

Occupying every available seat 
that could be crowded into the 
room and standing all about the 
marble walls ,were representa- 
tives of the interventionist and 
non-interventionist factions that 
have divided Washington into two 
hostile camps. 

Mrs. Bennett Champ Clark, wife 
of the Missouri Senator and a 
leader of the America First group, 
occupied a prominent place near 
Mrs. Alice Roosevelt Longworth, 
another member of the America 
First Committee in Washington. 
Wives of interventionist Senators 
sat together to hear LaGuardia and 
Conant warn of the Nazi peril and 
the need for passage of the bill to 
give President Roosevelt necessary 
powers. 

“Far more important,” said Co- 
nant, “is the effect that passage of 
the bill would have on the morale 
of the fighting people of Great 
Britain,” Conant said “. . . It has 
been argued that passage of this 
bill may lead to war. The bold 
fact is that any step we may take, 
or even failure to take any step at 
all, so long as Hitler is in the as 
cendant, may lead to war.” 

When he had finished his pre- 
pared statement, Conant Was ques- 
tioned by Senators opposing the 
measure. Senator Hiram Johnson 
(Rep.), California, had his turn 
first. * 

“I am not interested in this bill 
as a member of the British Em- 
pire,” Johnson declared, showing 
his resentment of Conant’s testi- 
In response to Johnson's 


questions Conant repeated his 


lviews that adoption of the meas- 


ure was essential to avert the 
“Nazi peril.” Johnson tried to get 
Conant to agree that the President 
already possessed powers under the 
Constitution as great as those con- 
tained in the “lease-lend” bill. 

“T am no lawyer,” Conant said 
finally. “That is a poor excuse,” 
Johnson rejoined sharply, seeking 
to draw Conant out on his knowl- 
edge of details of the measure, 

Senator Vandenberg asked Co- 
nant what he meant when he ad- 
vocated the “defeat” of the Axis 
Powers.

He finally 
said, however, that he believed 
Congress should assure Britain 
that this country would enter the 
war if that ultimately became nec- 
essary to assure British success. 

Senator Reynolds (Dem.), North 
Carolina, got Conant down to the 
proposition of whether he would 
favor sending “American soldiers 
over there to kill the Nazis off,” 
in the interest of preserving democ- 
racy. 

“Yes, in the last extremity,” said 
Conant, “rather than let them come 
over here and kill off the free way 
of life.” 

Reynolds then tried to get Conant 
to say whether he would urge the 
use of American soldiers to get the 
Nazis out of Holland, Belgium and 
the occupied countries. But the 
Harvard president was wary of be- 
ing led into the Reynolds trap. 

“I would only favor such action 
as will defeat the armed might of 
Germany,” Conant declared when 
pressed by Reynolds. 

“Wouldn’t it be better to destroy 
Nazism and Fascism here in this 
country before we go over there to 
destroy it?” Reynolds asked. 

“No, I don’t think that,” Conant. 
said. “I think we ought to keep 
them in check here.” 

Senator Gillette (Dem.), Iowa, 
spoke of Conant’s reference to the 
Nazi’s “anti-Christian” philosophy 
and then quoted to him a passage 
from the Sermon on the Mount, 
urging prayer for one’s enemy. 

“Have you, as a Christian, been 
praying for Hitler?” Gillette asked. 

“No, I have not,” Conant replied 
with some asperity. 

Questioned by Clark. 

When Senator Clark took over 
the questioning, he triec to draw 
out from Conant whethe. he fav- 
ored a “dictated peace” imposed 
on Germany by Britain even if 
that should mean the dispatch of 
armed United States forces to Eu- 
rope. But Conant woul. not agree 
to this, insisting that he wanted 
the “overthrow of the Hitler phil- 
osophy” which did not necessarily 
mean a “dictated peace.” 

“IT want to thank you,” Clark 
said. “You are the only witness to 
come before this committee who 
has been frank enough to say that 
this bill commits us to war.” 

“No, I don’t mean to say that,” 
Conant declared. “I think the bill 
merely makes it possible to give 
all possible aid to Britain. We are 
buying time during the next 60 to 
90 days.” 

The Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee finished hearing a string of 
opposition witnesses yesterday and 
one of them, President Joseph Cur- 
ran of CIO’s National Maritime Un- 
ion, asserted that the measure 
“would, in effect repeal any exist- 
ing guarantees of civil liberties and 
trade union rights.”

Clark 
(Dem.), Missouri, wanted to know 
if his colleague was aware that 
“this fellow Dresser is merely call- 
ing in his own particular friends 
and horning out everybody else.” 

Clark also called attention to the 
contract under which R. Newton 
MéDowell of Kansas received a 5 
per cent commission for obtaining 
options on land for the Weldon 
Springs development near St. Louis. 

“No. citizen is permitted to sell 
his land to the Government,” Clark 
said, “even though he is willing to 
deal directly with the Government, 
without paying McDowell a five 
per cent commission. 

“I do not know Mr. McDowell 
and I do not intend to cast any 
reflection on him, but any such 
system must inevitably lead _ to 
great waste of Government funds, 
and is an absolute outrage on the 
people who are willing to sell their 
property directly to the Govern- 
ment.” 


“Permanent Dislocation.” 

When Truman said large corpo- 
rations were getting huge prime 
contracts and refusing to sub- 
contract with smaller companies, 
Clark interposed that under this 
policy Missouri cities like St. Jo-

“TAs BRITISH BOMBED AND 
SHELLED FLEEING ITALIANS

On Aviation 


How CAA, Without, 
Study, Changed 
Ceiling and Vis- 
ibility Rules After 
Crashes. 


By MAJ. AL WILLIAMS. 
6¢6"f'HREE hundred and one.” 
T= aviation parlance, that 
means a minimum ceiling of 
300 feet and one mile visibility. 
Such were the Civil Aeronautics 
Authority specifications for flight 
weather conditions throughout the 
United States. These specifications 
were agreeable to the airlines, air- 
line pilots and private aviation. 
Then there was an airline crackup 
at Chicago and two more at St. 
Louis. In all three instapces, the 
crash was attributed to “pilot” er- 
ror on account of bad weather, 
such as low ceilings, icing or poor 
visibility, , 


Close on the heels of these crack- 
ups, comes the latest ruling of the 
CAA on minimums for ceilings and 
visibility. “When a solid cloud 
cover prevails at an altitude of 800 
feet or less,” the rule goes, “and 
the horizontal visibility is officially 
reported to be less than five miles, 
the height of the ceiling shall be 
from the base of the lowest cloud 
form officially reported.” That 
mean that the new flight weather 
minimums (ceiling and visibility) 
are now 800 feet ceilings and five- 
mile horizontal visibility. 

Without study or analysis, the 
CAA immediately changed both 
minimums (and with minimum 
consultation with the airlines or 
anyone else). Those who fly the 
airliners day by day insist that the 
old minimums were all right, but 
that there were and still are other 
reasons for these accidents which 
should be analyzed and corrected, 
In the first place, there is avail- 
able today certain mechanical aids 
to navigation which if installed cor- 
rectly would further the safety 
cause of aviation without fooling 
with the ceiling and visibility mini- 
mums. Such aids and regulations 
covering such aids are within the 
province of the CAA, or any other 
Washington agency set up to con- 
trol commercial aviation. 

We have radio directional beams 
extending from airport to airport 
throughout the country. These 
beams guide a pilot directionally 
to his destination whether he is 
flying on instruments (visibility 
zero or not) or on “contact” (fly- 
ing within sight of the ground). 
But for some reason aviation. dyn- 
asties of Washington have seen 
fit to place radio beam stations 
on whichever side of the airport 
happens to please them and with 
complete disregard for local bad 
weather wind direction. In other 
words, the normal bad weather 
flight conditions: rain, snow, fog, 
etc., for any locality usually means 
wind from a certain direction. In- 
stead of studying this evidence and 
placing the local radio beam sta- 
tion on the side of the airport 
which would enable instrument 


flight pilots to utilize such guid- 


ance for straight, turniess, easy 


lapproach to the field, the CAA 


has almost invariably plunked the 
radio station on the exact opposite 
side of the local field. This ne- 
cessitates a complicated and intri- 
cate method of instrument flight 
approach involving turns at low 
altitudes. 

A little consultation with the men 
who fly would have avoided such 
an error and the ‘normal bad 
weather flight approach would be 
a simple matter involving straight 
gliding descent during the last (and 
critical) few hundred feet to a 
landing. Regulation of commercial 
aviation by men who never were 
expert pilots (political appointees 
dominating CAA expert pilots) is 
retarding not only the schedule 
maintenance of airlines but also 
the safety record. 

Under the existing system, where 
the available navigation aids are 
improperly located, the airline 
pilot follows the latest develop- 
ments in instrument flight between 
airport and the barn-storms in for 
a landing. For 10 years.or more, 
we have had our airways radio 
beams, and not one step of pro- 
gress bas been achieved in the 
matter of using these facilities. In

Nazis Fix Rules 
For Schooling, 
Youth Activity 


Jugend and Educa- 
tion System Settle 
Issue of Dividing 
Time. 


By DAVID M. NICHOL 
The Chicago -Dispa 
Special Radion num a 
BERLIN, Feb. 11. 
HE competition of the schools 
and the Hitler Jugend (Hitler 
Youth) for the time of Ger- 
many’s children has been resolved, 
it was anounced today, by a for- 
mal agreement which, in general, 
turns over the morning hours to 
the schools and divides the after- 
noons—three each—and alternate 
Sundays, between homework and 
youth activities. 


Children more than 10 years old, 
the age at which they are enrolled 
in the Hitler Youth, will go to 
school from 8 a. m. until 2 p. 
m. six days a week. Saturday after- 
noon and one other afternoon each 
week, to be determined by the 
school authorities and the district 
youth leader, will be entirely free 
“-» youth programs. These will be 
granted for an additional after- 
noon for leadership courses or 
other activities of the Jugend. 


Homework assignments—there 
are no study periods during the 
class day—will not be so heavy, ac- 
cording to the agreement, that the 
children will have no fre personal 
time on other afternoons. 


In some of its details, the an- 
nounced agreement was exceed- 
ingly minute. Each quarter of the 
year, for example, day-long educa- 
tion tours, or trips, are to be ar- 
ranged by the schools, but these 
are not to take place on afternoons 
reserved for Hitler Youth work. 
The schools, at least, are not to 
make demands interfering with 
holidays or summer camp sched- 
ules. 


In cases where children are back- 
ward in school, however, leave may 
be granted from some of the Hitler 
Youth activity until they can make 
up their grades. 

Special attention is devoted to a 
co-ordinated physical training pro- 
gram. The schools will provide 
five hours a week during school 
time for such instruction. About

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CARL SANDBURG RETURNS TO SPRINGFIELD. 

Carl Sandburg has come back to historie Spring- 
field many times, but never on an occasion which 
means as much to his “people” as the mission which 
brings him back tomorrow afternoon. 

For tomorrow this white-haired poet of the prai- 
ries, this “commonest man in the world,” joins the 


books on Lincoln which Henry Horner built up over 
the whole of his adult life. Sandburg used these 
books and pamphlets, hundreds of them, as he fash- 
ioned his monumental story of “The Prairie. Years” 
and “The War Years.” Now the entire collection of 
6500 items, valued at $75,000, belongs to the Illinois 
State Historical Library, a handsome gift by their 
late Governor to the people of Illinois and their 
children and their children’s children. 

No great act of state occurs at Springfield: tomor- 
row. No bill becomes law. No decision is to be 
handed down. But something greater will happen. 
Led by one who has lived his life with Lincoln,.a 
people simply, plainly will reaffirm its faith in 
democracy and the worth of the individual man. 
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TWO CONSTRUCTIVE HOUSE ACTIONS. 

The House yesterday took constructive action on 
two important issues—one of long standing, the 
other produced by the defense emergency. There 
have been years of debdte over tax-exempt Govern- 
ment securities, and while the debate has dragged on, 
the tax immunity of these issues has provided “a 
comfortable cyclone cellar for the rich man,” to quote 
the Wall Street Journal, and for others who sought 
tax exemption on their incomes. Now the House 
votes to end tax exemption on future issues, and 
thereby opens the way to a more equitable national 
revenue system, 

On increasing the debt limit, there has been little 
to debate except details. The country is united be- 
hind national defense. This defense costs more money 
than can be raised by taxation, so an increase in the 
debt limit is inevitable. The House vote to raise it to 
65 billions deserves approval in the Senate, as does the 
vote on tax-exempt securities. 
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THE FORD CASE. 

The Ford Motor Co., in its flat refusal to abide by 
the national labor policy as that policy has been laid 
down by Congress, has come to the end of its rope. 

Yesterday the Supreme Court refused to grant the 
company’s petition for review of a decision of the 
Sixth Circuit Court of Appeals, a decision which 
upheld probably the most important Labor Board 
order against Ford. 

The board has handed down no less than six such 
orders. They cover Ford plants all the way from 
Boston to Los Angeles. We call this one “the most 
important” only in the sense that it arose out of 
conditions in the big River Rouge plant, the very 
heart of this industrial giant. It is also important 
because it was occasioned, in part, by the particu- 
larly vicious beating of a group of CIO men who in 
1937 sought to distribute handbills near the plant. 

The really important thing about the court’s action 
yesterday, however, is not the particular NLRB order 
that it affirms or just how many workers must now 
be reinstated. It is that the company must at last 
comply with the law. There can be no further ap- 
peal. The highest tribunal has spoken. 

In the past, it has been the Ford policy virtually 
to ignore NLRB decisions, thus forcing an appeal 
to the courts for enforcement orders, » 

Whatever may be said of the social morality of’ 
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to apply this criterion to the Ford Motor Co. If it 
so elects, it can.carry every other one of the NLRB 
cases to the Supreme Court, but with scant hope of 
having yesterday’s decision reversed. By complying 
only with specific board orders and court rulings, by 
reinstating a few men here and recognizing a union 
there, the company can observe the letter of the law 
and still ignore the spirit which asks for real collec- 
tive bargaining—and for nothing more. 

However, in view of our defense emergency and 
the national unity that it demands, and in view of 
the mighty part that the Ford assembly lines should 
play in our preparedness effort, we believe that the 
people would severely disapprove of such a course, 
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MR. TRUMAN ON DEFENSE COSTS. 

After the World War, congressional committees 
were occupied for many months investigating charges 
of excessive costs incurred as a result of American 
participation in the conflict. The country was 
shocked by the manifold extravagant and inefficient 
practices that came to light. On the 16 national army 
cantonments alone, it was charged in the majority 
report of the House War Expenditures Committee, 
presented April 12, 1920, the Government lost $78,- 
531,521 because of “waste, inefficiency and graft.” 

Now the country is engaged in another great de- 
fense program, and again vast expenditures are being 
made. The people are willing to pay the bill, but 
they are determined this time to get their money’s 
worth. It is vital that the costs be checked, not 
at some remote future date, but immediately, when 
the defense program is just getting under way and 
any improper practices can be halted in short order. 
This time, we are not at war; there is no excuse for 
such headlong haste that costs are disregarded., 

Senator Truman of Missouri therefore performs a 
service to the whole country when he rises to ques- 
tion certain defense expenditures, to call for a con- 
gressional inquiry into use of public funds, and to 
demand “every safeguard possible to prevent their 
being misused or mishandled.” 

Many. of the post-war charges were dismissed by 
Government officials as instigated by partisan feel- 
ing. No such answer can be made to the counts in 
the Truman indictment. For Senator Truman, in his 
six years at Washington, has been a consistent sup- 
porter of the administration. Even so, he cannot re- 
main silent while reports of excessive costs in de- 
fense contracts are in the air. 

There may be, of eourse, logical explanations for 
some instances of seeming discrimination. If go, 
searching inquiry is in order in justice to the com- 
panies and the officials concerned. On the other 
hand, such an investigation is also in order in fus- 
tice to the taxpayer who must pay the cost of any 
waste that may exist. It is not a pretty picture that 
Mr. Truman has portrayed, but it would be a still 
more unpalatable one if administration forces sought 
to block the investigation that he urges.. 

It is certainly far better to have the inquiry now 
rather than later, after,the plants and barracks have 
served their purpose. If there is any danger of the 
horse being stolen, let's lock the stable door now.

How State Laws Increase Shipping Costs 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Maze of exorbitant fees and conflicting rules burdens business and 
consumers with Reavy charges, hampers defense and obstructs free 
flow of goods; writer says; Legislatures move tardily to.correct situ- 
ation; Federal control may prove only method of achieving order.

HE driver of every truck entering Ari- 

zona ig required to pay to the State 5 

cents for every gallon of motor fuel in 
the tanks at the time of entry, thereby ma- 
terially increasing the cost of transporting 
by motor truck all products brought into 
the State. It makes no difference that the 
gasoline was purchased in another state, 
and that the truck operator paid the tax 
required thers, 

This is merely an example of the thou- 
sands of severe state motor vehicle laws 
which ride as a heavy burden upon not 
only the motor transport industry, but upon 
all business and consumers. 

Today the motor transport industry not 
only vitally affects the everyday life of 
every person in America in a purely com- 
mercial way, but it has become indispensa- 
ble to the graver purposes of national de- 
fense. Practically every commodity used is 
now transported at some time or another 
between production and consumption, by mo- 
tor truck. More than 48,000 American com- 
munities are entirely dependent upon motor 
transport for their existence. And the ulti- 
mate cost of the commodities to the con- 
sumer fluctuates with the cost of the motor 
transport, : 

Some of the most vicious and expensive 
laws are those which many states have set 
up specifying widths of trucks and loads, 
gross weight allowances, length and height 
of vehicles and loads, which are greatly at 
variance with the requirements of neigh- 
boring states. Many of these state laws are 
so severe in their limitations that the nation’ 
is loaded down with “bottlenecks.”

Every farm prod- 
uct is affected by these state restrictions. 
Farmers’ trucks are severely limited in 
many cases. 

In some states, if a farmer loads his 
truck in part at a neighbor’s farm or retails 
his produce from door to door, he becomes 
a merchant trucker, subject to a lot of 
licenses and restrictions. He pays a busi- 
ness license, occupational tax, truck fees and 
taxes, and indemnity bond, and may be 
forced to pyramid these payments in each 
county in which he may sell. 

Because politicians have found that the 
operation of motor vehicles provides a good 
source of state income, they have not hesi- 
tated to pile tax upon tax. In 1936, a trucker 
in Nebraska paid a total of $14,000 in vari- 
ous taxes, fees, licenses, etc., while his pay- 
roll amounted to about $16,000.

Looking for a remedy for all this confu- 
sion seems almost a hopeless task. How- 
ever, several years ago a group of Illinois 
State legislators formed the Illinois Uniform 
Laws Commission to work on new regula- 
tions to govern the 250,000 trucks and trail- 
ers operating in the State. They began to 
make studies withthe idea of formulat- 
ing the ideal state motor vehicle code, and 
to make it a model which they intend to 
submit to each state as a basis for unifying 
all state laws. But with legislative bodies 
moving so slowly, this remedial measure ap- 
pears rather futile, } 

However, the suggestion has been made 
more than once that the only remedy is to 
appoint a Federal Department of Transport 
with the power to unify all state require- 
ments. Even the United States Supreme 
Court made such a suggestion in a recent 
decision.

The greatest menaces to Chris- 
tianity, he said, were the poverty 
which will follow the war, the op- 
pressions and persecutions ram- 
pant in some nominally Christian 
countries, and “the temptation 
which the church has to stand 
wherever it is expected to enter 
into a compromise with the spirit 
of the world and with the ideology 
of certain modern states.” 

Hope Expressed. 
“In spite of these dangers,” Dr. 
Keller continued, “I am hopeful 
that the church will not be for- 
saken by her Master. Even in 
these times we see enough signs for 
the hope that once more a time of 
suffering is a time of spiritual re- 
birth and new heroism which has 
always been characteristic of the 
true followers of Christ.” 
A note of hope also was sounded 
by Dr. Edwin McN. Poteat, pastor 
of the Euclid Avenue Baptist 
Church in Cleveland, O. 

“It was a long time ago that God 
looked on all that He had made 
and beheld that it was good,” Dr. 
Poteat said. “And despite the mess 
that man seems to have made of 
God’s world, it is not likely that 
God would reverse His ancient 
judgment. 

“This is a good world because of 
the peace still remaining in it and 
because of the compassion still ex- 
pressing itself. The impulses of 
pity and love are more vital in the 
heafts of people than the impulses 
of hate. Hope is unquenchable, 
and despite the wave of pessimism 
engulfing the world, there is no one 
who does not hope that out of all 
this 
world will be born.”

That such a new and better 
world should be run in a Christian 
way was implied by most speakers 
and stated most positively by Dr.

The Christian faith alone lifts 
every individual up. 

“Severe times lie ahead. But we 
do know that the faith of democ- 
racy will be held tenaciously by 
men and women who believe. in 
Christianity.”

Of course some friction was in- 
evitable in such an organization 
as the OPI . and although the bick- 
ering seems a little excessive, it 
does not distract the attention of 
the more sensible officials from 
the job in hand. The job is‘ getting 
done, slowly but surely. The point 
is that if: there were less bicker- 
ing, the job would get done more 
rapidly. 


The factional controversy above 
mentioned was particularly signifi- 
cant, both because its topic, the 
OPM’s job, is so important, and 
because the division was not along 
the usual New Deal-businessmen 
lines, The central figure in it 
was Donald Nelson, the big, seri- 
ous, able Sears, Roebuck execu- 
tive who came to Washington last 
summer to serve as the de.ense 
commission’s director of purchas- 
ing. In that post, he made afi un- 
usual record, working closely with 
the Quartermaster General, and 
saving the Government a good deal 
of money on routine supplies. He 
is now director of purchasing for 
the OPM and the scope of his du- 
ties has been extended from such 
simple equipment as uniforms and 
soldiers’ kits to cover the whole 
range of military material. 


Friction Develops. 


HIS brought him Into collision 

at once with the technicians in 

the army and navy procure- 
ment branches. Some of these men, 
such as the Army Ordnance offi- 
cers, do a good job. Others do not. 
There is ample room for applica- 
tion of Nelson’s four tests to army 
and navy procurement—that the/ 
services should get what they want 
when they want it, at the lowest 
price, and with the least disturb- 
ance to the economy. Furthermore, 
Nelson reasonably assumed that if 
the OPM was to be of any value 
at all, it must be permitted to co- 
ordinate the entire buying and 
production program. He did not 
wish to interfere with the techni- 
cians, but he did ask for full ad- 
vance information on all orders to 
be placed, and the right to suggest 
alternatives if it seemed to him 
the orders were being placed un- 
wisely. 


To the layman, Nelson’s request 
would seem to have embodied the 
minimum authority required by the 
OPM for moderate effectiveness. 
Nevertheless, the army and navy 
procurement men, who do not will- 
ingly share responsibility, immedi- 
ately got their backs up. There is 
a group of business men around 
William 8S. Knudsen who regard 
themselves as sojourners in a hos- 
tile land, treat the Government as 
an enemy, and therefore wish to 
prevent the OPM from sticking its 
neck out. They sided with the 
army and navy procurement men. 
On the other hand, curiously 
enough, Nelson was supported by 
the New Deal and labor groups, 
who like him. The question was 
finally taken to the President, 
though not by Nelson. And the 
final decision is now confidentially 
expected to be in Nelson's favor. 


Although there were business 
men on both sides of the purchas- 
ing controversy, it was significant 
that the New Deal and labor crowd 
turned up in the corner opposite 
from the crowd in Knudsen’s of- 
fice. Approximately the same fac- 
tional lineup is discernible in 
Leon Henderson’s argument with 
the priorities committee. Hender- 
son, defense commissioner in charge 
of prices and a close friend of Nel- 
son’s, started by getting on well 
with the business men, but is now 
back in the New Deal camp. He 
is reported to take the position 
that the priorities committee is not

“Integration” of St. Louis and 
St. Louis County, through a gradu- 


‘al combining of their functions, 


was proposed by Thomas N. Dy- 
gart, president of the St. Louis 
Chamber of Commerce, ‘in a lunch- 
eon address before the ‘Traffic 


Club, at Hotel Jefferson yesterday. 

“Integration, rather than consol- 
fdation or annexation, possibly is 
the answer to some of our metro- 
politan problems,” Dysart said.. “It 
is not necessarily the best solu- 
tion, but it does have certain ad- 
vantages that recommend it. First, 
it does not. destroy or disturb ex- 
isting political boundaries. Second, 
it can be so developed that em- 
ployes of the consolidated func- 
tions will be drawn on an equita- 
ble basis from each of the com- 
munities participating in the in- 
tegration.” 

Outlining the definite problems 
to be dealt with in the process of 
integration, Dysart listed sewers, 
police protection, fire preven- 
tion, streets and highways, 
planning and zoning, public health, 
airport, recreation facilities, libra- 
ries and social welfare. 

“Lest this seem too ambitious a 
program,” he said, “let me call at- 
tention to ways in which the city 
and county already are integrated. 

Postal Service. 

“The Federal Govérnment . has 
achieved an integrated postal serv- 
ice for the city and the municipali- 
ties immediately adjacent thereto. 
The St. Louis Postoffice serves an) 
area extending west to Kirkwood 
and north to Ferguson. There is no 
evidence that it is not uniformly 
good, or that a city-county sepa- 
ration in the handling of the mail 
would work to the advantage of 
anyone. 

“In the private field the out- 
standing example of co-ordination 
is that of social welfare agencies 
and the fund-raising groups asso- 
ciated with them. The United 
Charities, like business and like 
the Postoffice Department, recog- 
nizes no county line; and there are 
character-building organization 
drives which also work and raise 
funds in both areas. 

“The primary advantages of in- 
tegration are its acceptability and 
its adaptability to gradual adoption 
without any sudden or strong up- 
heaval. If the State empowers the 
city and county to work out solu- 
tions of their purely local prob- 
lems and if an integration pro- 
gram is developed for the St. Louis 
area, it should be possible to co- 
ordinate one or two functions at 
the outset, After a reasonable 
time, the experience gained by such 
co-ordination could be used in de- 
veloping plans for widening the 
scope of the integrating agency. 

“Other cities have made some 
progress in this direction and some 
are now embracing ambitious pro- 
grams. Probably the outstanding 
city in this respect is Los Angeles. 

“I am not recommending any 
blunderbuss consolidation, annexa- 
tion or co-ordination of St. Louis 
and St. Louis County. I do wish 
to suggest, however, that all 
thoughtful citizens of both the city 
and the county should begin to 
think and plan for the eventual 
improvement of our local govern- 
mental services and the extension 
of such services to all upon an 
equitable basis. 


Fair Share of Costs. 


“It is to be hoped ‘that there. can 
be worked out before too many 
years have passed some organiza- 
tion that will assess to each citi- 
zen his fair share of the cost of 
services enjoved equally by all in 
the area. If this can be done 
calmly and if the feelings of the 
citizens of the several municipali- 
ties are considered in these mat- 
ters, it should be possible for our 


community to grow in importance 
and for our citizens to enjoy * 
ter local government without detri- 
ment to anyone.” 

Dysart said his plan was made 
possible by the fact that the. city 
and county are “already integrated 
economically—business is not a re- 
specter of the county line.” He 
spoke of the co-operation existing 
in sewer facilities. Requirement of 
future expansion of these facilities, 
he declared, soon would become & 
pressing common problem. 

He held that county communities 
should aid in supporting the city 
police radio system, the city airport 
—until the latter becomes self-sup- 
porting—and the city’ park and 
recreation system, and that the city 
library system and the several town 
libraries in the county should be 
co-ordinated, Street planning and 
maintenance, as to through high- 
ways, he treated also as a common 
problem. As a health measure he 
urged that “food inspection ordi- 
nances should be placed in the 
hands of some central authoritative 
agency.”

FORD TO COMPLY WITH NLRB

NEW YORK, Feb. 11 (AP).— 
A spokesman for the Ford Motor 
Co. said last night that the com- 
pany would comply with a Federal 
Court decree directing the compa- 


ny to reinstate 23 employes .with 
back pay, but repeated the com- 
pany’s contention that it had not 
violated the law. 

The Ford company, whose labor 
policies have led to the demand

A Circuit Court of Appeals in 
Cincinnati upheld the board’s or- 
der that the company reinstate a 
group .of employes with back pay, 
and that it cease alleged interfer- 
ence with collective bargaining 
rights.

Thus, 
if there are 12 boys in his crowd, this one youngster has passed 
along the adult idea which he received from his parents, and 
sent it into 11 different directions, elevating or degrading that 
many more young minds, depending on the nature of the idea 


itself.

Healthy Child 


To Make Noise 


By Angelo Patri 


OME of the ways of children 
must be taken for granted = 
as one accepts 
bad weather and general 
edness. To allow excitement to 
master you in the face of childish 
demonstrations is to fail before 
the start. Learn to expect aston- 
ishing, even annoying behavior, 
without undue alarm or over-an- 
xiety. 

Healthy children are active and, 

because they are still in a state of 
ignorance about most of life's 
standards as set by their elders 
they make mistakes. They make 
too much noise and they choose 
the wrong places and times for 
making it. They have not devel- 
oped skill in their hands and they 
break things. They do not under 
stand the use of many things, 
but because they would like to they 
try them out and cause damage, 
All healthy children do these 
things. 
Intelligent children are curious. 
They want to see, hear and know 
at first hand so they go where 
grown people, do not want them 
to go; they listen when they are 
not supposed to listen; they inves- 
tigate hidden things; and they pon- 
der over much that grown people 
would have them think none of 
their business. All intelligent chil- 
dren do this. 

Normally developed children 
want to help themselves, want to 
share in the day’s work, long to 
be thought able and dependable. 
They undertake work that is be- 
yond them; they assume responsi- 
bilities beyond their understanding; 
they get into places where their 
presence endangers themselves and 
others in their efforts to be useful. 
Every normally developed child 
does these things. 

x * * 

CHILDREN WHO are spiritual- 
ly quickened are sensitive, easily 
touched by the pain or grief of 
others, easily led into service for 
others. Because they are not quite 
in control of their emotions they 
sometimes spill over and err on 
the side of too much, Their lack 
of proportion and of sound judg- 
ment annoy their elders. But all 


spiritually quickened children are 


like that. 

No child worth the trouble he 
causes grows up without waste 
and tears. No understanding 
grownup person thinks he can, or 
will. 

Then let’s take things more for 
granted where healthy, intelligent, 
well-developed and spiritually 
quickened children are concerned. 
Don’t let us lose our mental bal- 
ance every time they get into the 
puddles of life and splash about 
for a while. Do then what we do 
in rainy weather—put on their rub- 
bers and be ready with warm dry 
things when they come home.

F you belong to the school which 

refuses to consider split pea soup 

without a ham bone in it, you 
probably go without it many a 
time for lack of the ham bone. 
This is false economy, when a ham 
shank can be purchased for as little 
as 15 cents a pound. Cut off a 
couple of good slices or steaks, to 
be braised; chop some of the re- 
maining meat to scramble with 
eggs; or put the rest of the meat 
with the bone into your split pea 
soup. With a ham shank weighing 
about three pounds, this gives you 
two hearty dishes for the price 
usually paid for meat for a family 
of five, for one meal. The ham 
steaks will be used in a menu later 
this week. 

Split Pea Soup. 

One cup green split peas (about 
one-half pound), one and one-half 
quarts cold water, ham shank bone, 
one small onion, sliced thin; one- 
eighth teaspoon black pepper, if de- 
sired; one tall tin evaporated milk, 
salt to suit taste. 

Wash peas thoroughly and soak 
overnight in cold water. Drain. 
Put into saucepan with the cold 
water, ham bone, onion and pep- 
per; cover, ‘bring to a boil, and 
simmer gently for two and one-half 
hours, until peas are perfectly ten- 
der. Strain through sieve, remov- 
ing ham bone and rubbing peas 
through. Meat from bone may be 
diced and returned to soup if de- 
sired, Add evaporated milk and re- 
heat. Season to suit taste with 
salt. Soup may be thinned with a 
little hot water or thickened with 
flour-water paste, again bringing to 
a boil. Serve piping hot. Makes 
five servings.

Golden Wedding Anniversary

VEN though the wedding cake 

E has not the same significance 
at an anniversary party that it 
has at the wedding reception, it 
does on occasion come imto the 
celebration preparations quite def- 
initely. For instance, the daughter 
of Mr. and Mrs. W——— writes me: 
“At a big golden wedding recep- 
tion for my parents, when should 
they cut their cake? As there will 
be at least a hundred guests, it 
isn't likely that the’ first-comers 
will remain until the end. And 
yet, if mother and father are ex- 
pected to receive everyone first 
and then cut their cake, as some- 
one tells us, the first guests may 
not even see the cake cutting, much 


less get a piece.” 


The best plan—if it can be ar- 
ranged—is to let as many of the 
guests as possible assemble—ex~ 
actly as any audience gathers—be- 
fore your mother and father make 
their appearance.

I could build 
my Own car and get a license at 
16, if they’d only sign for me, but 
they won’t. Why won’t they? They 
act as if these were the times when 
they were kids, but they aren’t. All 
the kids have cars now, or use their 
folks’! But they say I gotta go 
on a street car... take my girl 
to dances on a street car! Fr 
Pete’s sake, what do they think I 
am? 

“Well, I’m goin’ to show them. 
I can getia job now, easy. All those 
new shipyard jobs.

My Neighbor Says: 

Bristle brushes may be washed 
with lukewarm water and a little 
ammonia (three teaspoons of am- 
monia to a quart) and then rinsed 
in clear water. Water is likely to 
injure the back of the brush. The 
brush, therefore, should not be cov- 
ered with water, but should be 
washed by sousing the bristles back 
and forth in shallow water. 


When having oak floors laid, 
have flooring delivered at the house 
a number of days before work is 
to be done.

Rugs may be successfully cleaned 
on the floor if washed with soap 
suds applied with a brush.
